Planting Nursery Stock 

The proper time to plant peren- 
nials, roses, fruit \trees, shrubbery 
and other kinds of nursery stock is|_ 
just as soon as the ground can be 
worked.

essential with all sorts of shrubs, 
roses and both fruit and ornamental 
trees. Dead growth should be re- 
moved, though at this time of year 
-it may be difficult to. detect dying 
from live wood. The general idea is 
to let in light, encourage strong 
growth and also turn out a tree or 
shrub which is fairly symmetrical. 
With shrubbery, pruning of those 
things that bloom late in the year, 
should be done early in the spring, 
but shrubs, like the Spirea, which 
blossom in early summer, should not 
be touched with the knife until late 
summer. Special precautions are 
necessary with grape vines. If these 
are pruned in late spring, they will 
bleed profusely. ‘The work must be 
carried out before the sap starts to 
rise.. Commercial grape men leave a 
mere skeleton each spring as the 
fruit is produced on new growth. 
Raspberries are borne on two-year- 
old canes only, so that after the crop 
has been harvested and the new 
canes well started, all old wood 
should be removed. Most of the 
ordinary roses are cut back severely 
after growth starts in the spring, 
and best results are obtained from 
climbing roses where almost all the 
old wood is removed in late summer 
after blooming is over. With flower- 
ing shrubs, the aim is to keep new 
vigorous growth coming on by the 
removal of weak three and four- 
year-old wood. Young fruit trees 
need little pruning beyond shaping 
slightly, but after they have started 
to bear fruit, considerable growth 
should be removed each spring, so 
that tie light and air are distributed 
evenly through the whole tree.

Captain Of Cruiser Renown Is Tried 
On Charge Of Negligence 

Portsmouth, England.—Capt. H. R 
Sawbridge, of the battle cruiser, Re- 
nown, was convicted by court martial 
on a charge of negligence following 
collision of the Renown with the 
Hood. 

The charge, that he caused to be 
“hazarded” the two giant war vessels 
during manoeuvres off the Spanish 
coast in January, was similar to that 
on which Rear-Admiral .

From midnight on they hailed a 
“new and better time” with beer 
toasts, victory heils, frantic shouts 
of’ glee and patriotic songs. 

Most Saarlanders greeted the day 
of. return in cafes. Promptly at 
midnight the patrons arose with up- 
raised steins and gave a lusty three- 
fold “victory heil” followed by a 
Hitler salute. 

France and the League of Nations 
gave up control of the rich Saar ccal 
basin to close one of the most hotly- 
contested chapters of the Versailles 
treaty. 

To a thunderous “heil!”’ from 300,- 
000 throats, the French tricolor) was” 
hauled down from over the admini- © 
stration of the Saar domanial coal 
Th‘s preceded the final cere- 
mony of handing over the territory.

Plant In Alberta.
